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1. The Special Security Center has received information 
that the OXCART program is being phased out and that community 

Ishould be so informed. All A- 12 aircraft 
have been placed in storage including those formerly deployed 
overseas. Project Headquarters has also closed out OXCART 
overseas detachment facilities. Appropriate security phase-out 
responsibilities at those locations have been finalized including 
document destruction, co urier, movement of cla ssified material — 

to CONUS, as appropriate! 

and personnel debriefings! However, a tew cleared contracts, of 
necessity, will retain OXCART clearance status. 

2. It is suggested that commence the 

debriefing of those personnel who no longer win be required to 
support the phase out or to protect future OXCART operational 
interests .
